Thieves steal precious items 
from R.C. church 


The St. Albert Parish, the 
Archdiocese of Edmonton 
and the entire Catholic com- 
munity suffered a major loss 
last week when four relics of 
the Venerable Bishop Vital 
Grandin were taken from the 
crypt area of the Catholic 
Church in St. Albert. 

The crypt, which like the 
museum attracts many visi- 
tors throughout the year, 
features displays on the 
saintly Bishop Grandin OMI 
and Brother Anthony Kowal- 
czyk OMI, both of whome are 
being considered by the 
Catholic Church for canon- 
ization. Although usually 
kept locked, the key for the 
crypt is available on request 
by visitors. 

At noon, Thursday, it was 
discovered that one display 
window had been broken and 
a gold chalice, a silver paten 
and two small pix had been 
removed from the cabinet. 


The chalice, which stands 
5%"" high, has a tulip shaped 
cup and ir ornately engraved. 
The paten, a small metal 
plate, 3%’’ in diameter, is 
gold on top, and silver on the 


underside. It is engraved on 
the bottom with the letters 
‘IHS’ with a cross over the 
‘H’.

He added that the Director 
of the Alberta Association of 
Paramedics would be very 
willing to talk to the 
Chamber on this point. 

He stressed the value of 
human life and said that such 
a service, with a physician at 
the scene of the accident 
could save a life which might 
otherwise be lost. He said 
that one of the girls from 


Morinville had witnessed a 
clinical ‘‘death’’ at the scene 
of an accident through 
cardiac arrest; but through 
the action of the paramedic 
the patient was brought back 
to life. 

Mr. Mansfield who has 
been developing the concept 
of the emergency ambulance 
service for the past two and a 
half years said that he had 
come to develop a plan for St. 
Albert ‘‘where we’d install 
full emergency service with 
registered paramedics and a 
mobile intensive care am- 
bulance.”’ 

Figures for operating costs 
of such a service would 
probably amount to $30,000. 
Mr. Mansfield based this 
figure on the service which is 
being provided in High River 
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Little Benjy Olsen, 17 months, perches on a huge

CHAMBER DECISION ON 
BOUNDARIES COMMIS- 
SION BRIEF STALLED 


More people in St. Albert 
will have to be told how the 
Boundaries Commission 
works before the Chamber 
presents a brief to the Com- 
mission for an extra urban 
seat prior to November 15. 

Originally a motion had 
been made by Chamber 
member Garry Johnson to 
make a submission to the 
Commission for more gov- 
ernment representation in 
the constituency. In effect 
this would mean expanding 
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the constituency to provide 
for another seat. 

But Dr. Bill Cuts carried a 
tabling motion for more 
information on the subject to 
be circulated at the next 
Chamber meeting. 

Apparently there may be 
an increase of from 38 to 43 
urban seats across Alberta 
because of the growing 
population. 

Chamber member Ray 
Gibbon thought that St. 
Albert should be looking at 
another seat as by 1979 - 
possible date of another 
election - there would likely 
have been a population 
increase to demand this. 

It was pointed out by Peter 
Zuidema that St. Albert and 
the MD of Sturgeon proper 
with a population around the 
23,000 mark was the sixth 
largest urban centre in the 
province. 

He said that after making 
eight phone calls in Sturgeon 
he got the impression that 
people there would be 
opposed to any change and 
that they felt they were 
better represented as things 
stood. He said that if St. 
Albert did get its own seat, 
then people in Sturgeon 
might well have to look to 
Barrhead as another consti- 
tuency. 

Following a survey over 
the summer he said that 60 
per cent of those called were 
not interested in what should 
be done with St. Albert’s 
boundaries. 

Only 40 per cent had given 
some opinion on what should 
be done with them.

London and Manchester 
Railway, board meeting, 20 
April, 1829 - ‘‘Resgived that 
a premium of #500 be

weight...” 

This was the genesis of the 
great locomotive trial held in 
October 1829 at Rainhill, 
near Manchester, England 
which marked the debut of 
what became probably the 
best known locomotive of all 
time. 

This was George Stephen- 
son’s ‘‘Rocket,’’ which was 
the first locomotive to con- 
tain, in one package, three of 
the five ingredients which 
were to be used in 99 per 
cent of all steam locomotives 
for the next 130 years. These 
ingredients were - 

1) double acting cylinders 
arranged alternately around 
the power cycle. 

2) the blast pipe exhaust 
giving induced draught and 
making the engine self 
regulating.

Drunks getting younger and younger 


Some truly terrifying stat- 
istics were released this 
week indicating that Can- 
ada’s youth ages 12 - 17 are 
going under on alcohol. 

A release from Human 
Renewal Inc. of Winnipeg, 
Man., aligns this youth 
drinking problem with new 
federal findings that more 
than 1.1 million youths 
between 12 and 17 get drunk 
at least once a week. 

The survey, the first of its 
kind done by the Federal 
Government, indicates there 
must be new urgency to 
tackle the problem. 

Other statistics included in 
the survey show that even 
among 12 year olds. two per 
cent get drunk once a week; 
also among male high school 
seniors. 14 per cent get 
drunk once a week. 

By the 10th grade, 50 per 
cent of the nation’s youth 
report they are drinking at 
night im cars. 

As usual, the call has gone 
out to parents, school coun- 
cillors and others to get 
moving and tackle the pro- 
blem head on before alcohol 
rots the brains of the nation’s 


youth. 

Recently, over the border, 
the Youth Information Br- 
anch of the Alcoholism 
centre of Greater Los Angel- 
es developed a technique of 
asking 18 key questions 
related to drinking and be- 
havioral problems. 

The questions are put to 
youths and if they answer yes 
to two or more of the 
questions - e.g. ““Do you 
drink because you are shy 
with other people?”” - that is 
sufficient indication they 
may be on the road towards 
alcoholism. 

Also, a new U.S. federa! 
study reported the following 
crimes thought to be related 
in some way to alcohol 
consumption or misuse: 

Murders, 64 per cent 
involve alcohol misuse, ass- 
aults, 41 per cent forcible 
rape, 34 per cent. other sex 
crimes, 29 per cent. 

Also noted in the study 
was the fact that some 35,000 
people were put in prison for 
violent crimes associated 
with drink during 1971 in the 
US.

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are growing fears that by the 
lowering of the legal drinking 
age from 21 to 18, there is 
nothing to stop the flow of 
alcohol reaching the 15 - 17 
year old age group, leading 
them on to eventual disaster. 

The fear for this is based 
on the logic that even when 
the legal drinking age was 
21, many aged 17 - 20 had 
access to alcohol simply 
because their friends “‘pass- 
ed it on down” and not with 
any desire to thwart the law. 

When the Alberta School 
Trustees Association has its 
convention in November they 
are expected to urge the 
Government to change the 
minimum age for the pur- 
chase of liquor for off-pre- 
mise use from 18 back to 21. 
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A resolution to this effect 
has been sponsored by the 
County of Vulcan #2 and it is 
expected that the ASTA will 
also present other motions to 
the Government so that the 
fight against alcoholism can 
be carried out on a broad 
front.

A secondary packaged 
sewage treatment system, 
developed by C.M.S. Equip- 
ment in Toronto could be a 
boon to Canadian families 
wishing to move to the 
country. Called Rotordisk the 
sewage treatment system 
has won approval from Pro- 
vincial environmental offi- 
cials and Federal authorities. 
It was designed for country 
homes, cottages, chalets, 
subdivisions, resort hotels 
and other businesses. 

In simple terms, the 
Rotordisk system breeds 
untold millions of little bugs 
in the waste which have a 
tremendous appetite for pol- 
lutents. This is done when 
oxygen is introduced into the 
waste by the slow rotation of 
disks coated with a biological 
slime. 

These aerobic micro-or- 
ganisms, naturally present in 
domestic waste, then feed 
upon the organic matter 
(pollutants) for food. Thus 
waste water is purified and 
the polluting material is 
reduced to carbon dioxide 
and inert inorganic ash. 

The Rotordisk system can 
be installed in such locations 
as rock-strewn soils, heavy 
clay soils, building lots too 
small for septic tile beds, 
land having high water table 
or rugged hilly terrain. 

How does it all happen in 
Rotordisk? The crude sewage 
enters the settlement zone of 
the treatment plant. Foll- 
owing a settling-out action 
the waste enters the rotor 
zone which is divided into 
four compartments, each 
with a series of equally 
spaced disks. These disks

turn at a very slow speed (3 
R.P.M.) enabling the build- 
up of a fixed biological film 
containing important micro- 
organisms. These aerobic 
micro-organisms then feed 
upon the organic matter thus 
breaking down the waste 
solids. In the final settlement 
zone the remaining particles 
settle and the final effluent 
passes out as treated waste. 

Installations range in size 
from 100 gallons, large 
enough to service three 
people in a small cottage, to 
30,000 gallons required by 
subdivisions servicing 400 to 
700 persons. 

Sewage treatment systems 
are evaluated by a number of 
important measurements. 
Two of the most important 
are the ‘five-day biochemical 
oxygen demand.’ This indi- 
cates the amount of oxygen 
required to replace the 
oxygen demanded by the 
dissolved organic pollutants 
in the sewage. 

The second measurement 
is suspended solids. This is 
the amount of suspended, 
undissolved material in the 
sewage. Raw, domestic sew- 
age contains from 75 to 280 
parts per million of BOD and 
from 80 to 600 parts per 
million of suspended solids. 
Water quality criteria esta- 
blished by most Canadian 
Provinces indicates that the 
ideal sewage plant effluent 
should be less than 20 parts 
per million of BOD and less 
than 20 parts per million 
suspended solids. 

The Rotordisk method of 
waste water treatment more 
than meets these govern- 
ment specifications 100 per- 
cent of the time when 
operated at the proper 
hydraulic loading. 

The S-S, a unit engineered 
to service a typical home 
would cost approximately 
$2,500. Costs of installation 
and costs of government- 
required maintenance pro- 
grams will vary by region of 
the country.

Report from Parliament Hill 


By Stan Schellenberger, MP 
The cow-calf producers of 
the constituency of Wet- 
askiwin and indeed across 
the whole of Canada are at 
present extremely concerned 
about the prices they will be 
receiving this year for their 
calves. I have recently att- 
ended several meetings of 
anxious cow-calf operators 
and have received sugges- 
tions with respect to the 
problem. 

All producers are no doubt 
familiar with the current 
federal beef stabilization 
plan covering all cattle of A, 
B and C quality that were 
sold for slaughter during the 
period August 12, 1974 to 
August 11, 1975. The sup- 


port price established by the 
stabilization plan was $45.42 
a hundredweight based on 
animals of Al and A2 
quality. 

This stabilization plan will 
no doubt serve to partially 
ease the plight of producers 
of A, B and C catile. But 
nothing has so far been done 
with regard to calves. 

Under the provisions of the 
new Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Act, passed in the last 
session of Parliament, far- 
mers are eligible to receive a 
deficiency payment on var- 
ious commodities, a payment 
based on 90% of the average 
price of the five preceding 
years. The Act also calls for 
indexing the support levels 


to reflect production costs. 
Accordingly, in view of the 
serious financial situation in 
which calf producers are now 
finding themselves, it seems 
only reasonable that we 
request the Minister for 
inclusion of calves under the 
Stabilization Act. 

We are going to request 
that the Minister of Agri- 
culture ensure that calves are 
covered under the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization Act and 
that all calves sold for 
slaughter be eligible for a 
deficiency payment. It is also 
our contention that a partial 
stabilization program should 
be instituted for cows, to 
promote a reduction in the 
numbers in the herds. Ther-

efore we are asking for 
stabilization on up to 20% of 
the cow herd. 

Stabilization provisions 
covering both calves and 
cows will certainly ease the 
immediate problem but a 
long-term solution has yet to 
be found. There is presently 
an oversupply of cows in this 
country and the Government 
must initiate a program 
designed to reduce the 
numbers and restore balance 
to the industry. 

Quite obviously the statis- 
tics people must be chall- 
enged and the Minister must 
indeed recognize that imme- 
diate steps must be taken to 
alleviate the over-supply sit- 
uation.

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No matter what kind of heating 
system you have, you should 
check it periodically to ensure 
that it is in safe, efficient, work- 
ing order. Check that your vents, 
ducts or radiators are not restric- 
ted by furniture or carpets and 
are free of dust and lint which 
can reduce efficiency. 


Don’t reduce the air cir- 

culation through your 
furnace because of a dust- 
clogged filter. Disposable (glass 
fibre) filters should normally 
be cleaned monthly and replaced twice a year. 
Permanent type filters should be cleaned and 
oil-sprayed periodically (ask your heating con- 
tractor for servicing information if in doubt). 


A humidifier, if you don’t already have one, 

can save fuel by controlling the relative 
humidity. You will feel more comfortable at a 
lower temperature if the relative humidity is rea- 
sonably high. 


If you use a garage heater, install adequate 

insulation in the garage if you wish to use 
it for a workshop or other than car storage. 
Adjust the heater for minimum levels when the 
garage is used for vehicle storage only.

Once you set room thermostats at your 
family’s lowest comfort level, you should 

not have to touch them again regardless of varia- 
tions in outdoor temperatures 
except to reduce the tempera- 
ture at night for sleeping 
comfort. In fact, moving 
thermostats up and down in- 
creases your heating costs. 


If you have a fireplace 

keep the damper closed 

when the fireplace is not in use. 

Shut off heat to unused rooms 

and keep door closed. Close 

registers to basement, rumpus or recreation 

rooms if not used regularly. Draw drapes at night 

to cut heat loss and open them in the day to 

let sun warm your rooms. Even a winter sun helps 
keep your home warm. 


Proper insulation can be your single biggest 

money and energy saver. Areas to check are 
attic and outside walls. We recommend a mini- 
mum of three inches in ceiling and two inches 
in walls. If you are uncertain about insulation, 
have an expert check it. 


Check the weather stripping on doors and 
windows. This can be especially important 
if you live in an older home. Add storm windows 
and doors where necessary. Avoid drafts, but do 
not plug up small air inlets — making your home 
“airtight.” Gas appliances, like you, need fresh air.

An event of great signifi- 
cance for all Oblates, and 
indeed for all Christians is to 
take place in Rome, on 
October 19, 1975. The 
founder of the Missionary 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate, 
Charles-Eugene de Mazenod 
is to be beatified by Pope 
Paul V1. 

What is beatification? It is 
a preliminary step within 
the Koman Catholic Church 
of publicly acknowledging 
the work of God and His 
achievements through an in- 
dividaul. This step beings 
with an investigation of the 
candidate’s life, writings, 
and his extraordinary prac- 
tice of virtue, and the appro- 
val of at least two miracles, 
worked by God through his 
intercession. All the Church 
does then, and only after his 
death, is to declare that he 
certainly is with God in 


heaven, and that these in- 
dividuals can intercede thr- 
ough Our Lord Jesus Christ 
to the Father for us. If all the 
findings of the investigation 
so indicate, the Pope decrees 
that the Servant of God may 
be called Blessed and may be 
honoured in a limited way in 
the prayers of the Church. 
Such a man is Eugene de 
Mazenod, a man like our- 
selves, but a man who 
allowed God to work within 
him and transform all his 
works into a living witness of 
God’s presence with us. 


WHO WAS 
EUGENE de MAZENOD? 


Eugene de Mazenod was 
born in a very critical time in 
history, the period of the 
French Revolution. Because 
both his father and his 
mother were of the French

nobility he suffered much, 
spending his childhood and 
young manhood years in 
exile. Following his return to 
France from exile in Italy he 
experienced a deep spiritual 
conversion and he became a 
priest. 

In 1811 de Mazenod, then 
a newly ordained priest, was 
so appalled by the poverty 
and paganism which follow- 
ed in the wake of the 
Revolution that he decided to 
devote the whole of his 
priestly life to the care of the 
poorest and most abandon- 
ed. His aim became the 
purpose of the religious 
community he founded five 
years later. 

The priests who joined de 
Mazenod’s community were, 
like himself, men of great 
refinement and education, 
their hearts afire with charity 
and zeal for others. They 
called themselves the Miss- 
ioners of Provence and for 10 
years they laboured cease- 
lessly among the poorest of 
the poor in France. 

Over the next 150 years up 
to the present time the 
Oblates have continued to 
have as their principal aim 
that of helping those who are 
most in need. 

For this reason priests in 
union with brothers, bound 
by religious vows and living 
together, respond to the call 
of Christ to follow Him. They 
share in His mission both by 


special concerns of the poor, 
those who are harassed by 
hunger or by the fear of 
insecurity. 


TITLE CONFERRED 


On February 17, 1826, 
Pope Leo X11 solemnly 
approved the Constitutions 
and rules of de Mazenod’s 
community and conferred 
upon it the title of ‘‘The 
Congregation of Missionary 
Oblates of Mary Immacu- 
late’ (Oblate, meaning one 
who offers himself), with the 
motto ‘‘To preach the Gospel 
to the poor, He hath sent 
me.” Their mark of identity 
was the Oblate Cross, a black 
and gold crucifix which hung 
on a black cord around the 
neck, and the letters OMI 
(Oblate of Mary Immaculate) 
after their name. 

No sooner had the new 
Congregation been establi- 
shed that its Founder was 
besieged with requests for 
Missionaries from all parts of 
the world. He could not 
possibly have filled them all. 
However, he managed to 
spare some of his men for 
Switzerland in 1831, Corsica 
in 1835 and England in 1841. 


OBLATES COME TO 
CANADA 


Also in 1841, in response 
to an urgent appeal from the 
Bishop of Montreal, de 
Mazenod sent six Oblates to 
establish their first Canadian

mission. They arrived in 
Montreal, December 2, 1841. 
By 1844 their number had 
increased to 10, which com- 
prised one fifth of the entire 
congregation at that time. 
Presently in Canada there 
are over 1,700 Oblate priests 


and brothers ministering 
from Labrador to Vancouver 
Island and from the Arctic to 
the Southern Canadian bord- 
er. 

The Oblates are con- 
sidered to be the main 
missionary order of Canada.

They are missionary prim- 
arily on the ‘‘home-miss- 
ions.’’ Oblates from Canada 
also serve in missions in 
other countries, primarily in 
South America. There they 
can be found from Uruquay 
to Chile, from Brazil to Peru. 

Here at home the Oblates 
are found working in outlying 
areas of our society, where 
they minister to lumberjacks, 
Metis; Indians, miners, and 
anywhere among ine poor 
that their services might be 
needed, 

This has resulted in their 
spreading into the very fibre 
of Canadian society. The 
Oblates today are still build- 
ing upon the many historical 
contributions made by the 
pioneer Oblates. The history 
of the Catholic Church is 
filled with such Oblate 
names as Lacombe, Grandin, 
Pandosy, Grollier, Thomas, 
Maurice, Le Jacq, etc. These 
men worked in such places as 
Lac Ste. Anne, St. Albert, 
Swift Current, Ile a la 
Crosse, Fort Gary, Fort 
Edmonton, St. Boniface, Lac 
la Biche, Mission City, New 
Westminster, Fort MacLeod, 
Fort St. James, Battleford 
and Prince Albert. 

The people they worked 
amongst are the Blackfoot, 
the Cree, the Shuswap, the 
Loucheux, the Yucultas, the 
Squamish, the Metis, the 
Poles, the Germans and 
many, many other groups. 
But why were they so 
popular?

A RECORD OF 
ACHIEVEMENT 
HELPING THE POOR 


The early missionaries 
came to Canada with a spirit 
that was refreshing for the 
people of this new country. 
The Oblates’ motto and 
works were to relate to the 
poor. In their interpretation 
that means persons suffering 
from any type of privation. 
Only a slight knowledge of 
Canadian history would tell 
us that pioneer days were 
hard. These early priests and 
brothers came with a spirit to 
fill these gaps. This was done 
by being present to the many 
who were suffering under the 
tyrranical reign of the Hud- 
son’s Bay factors as was 
happening in Fort Edmonton 
during the late 1840's. The 
second school in Alberta was 
co-educational and was run 
by Oblates in Fort Edmonton 
from 1862 to 1868. The 
school was open to all 
children, and agriculture was 
of prime importance because 
the early missionaries realiz- 
ed the herds of buffalo would 
not last forever. 

Father Pandosy establish- 
ed the first apple orchards in 
the B.C. Okanagan Valley in 
1859. It is now the backbone 
industry of that area. 

In 1860 at Fort McPher- 
son, Father Grollier was able 
to establish peace between 
some Loucheux and some 
Eskimos. In 1875, Captain 
Brisebois bought the un- 
finished shack from Father 
Doucet at the junction of the 
Bow and Elbow rivers (the 
present city of Calgary) as a 
fort for the NWMP. In July 
1890 Father LeJeune in 
Kamloops, B.C., printed the 
Kamloops Wawa as a relig- 
ious instruction paper for 
adults to instruct their child- 
ren. 

The early Oblates were not 
always met with the purest of 
intentions. It was a known 
fact that the chief factor of 
the Hudson’s Bay fort at Fort 
Edmonton was an unkindly 


man. The missionaries were 
welcome only as peace- 
makers so trade.would not be 
disturbed by wars. But in 
religion the missionary was 
forbidden to build permanent 
mission centres. 

The best recorded event of 
Oblate history was when 
Father Albert Lacombe was 
able to negotiate peace with 
the Indian people during the 
building of the CPR. The 
right of way for the tracks 
was being taken away from 
the Indians and an uprising 
seemed emminent. Through 


the trust established in 
Father Lacombe a settlement 
was reached with the people. 
The president of the CPR, C. 
Van Horne, made Lacombe 
president for a day and gave 
him a life-time pass to ride 
the railways. 

There are many incidents 
and stories of how Oblates 
shared in the history of our 
region. Each one of these 
incidents portrayed the char- 
acter and spirit of their 
founder, Eugene de Maze- 
nod. This spirit is still 
on-going but because times

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New service to Morinville and di 


October 1, 1975 saw the 
introduction of an exciting 
new addition to the services 
available to the residents of 
‘Morinville and district. 

The new service, an emer- 
gency ambulance/rescue 
squad officially known as 
Unit 2, St. John Ambulance 
Emergency Service, can be 
reached 24 hours a day for 
emergency calls by dialing 
939-4422. 

Many people who have 
heard of the services exis- 
tence are unsure of exactly 
what the squad does, and 
how they do it. Quite simply 
the squad can provide aid to 
the sick and injured beyond 
that of general ‘first aid.’ 
The help that they give is the 
beginning of definitive treat- 
ment in the cycle of emer- 
gency care. 

Starting at the scene of an 
accident or in the home, and 
followed through to the 
emergency department of 
the nearest hospital, where 
the medical staff take over, 
and so on through to the 
convalescence, and return 
home of the patient. This 
treatment may include the 
transportation by ambulance 
to the yearest medical 
facility, which the squad can 


also provide. 

Whenever you call for the 
assistance of the squad 
possibly two members will 
arrive first. They begin their 
work before an ambulance 
arrives. 

An ‘Emergency’ only ex- 
ists from the time a call is 
received to the time the 
squad arrives at the scene. 
You will not get a siren 
screaming mad ride to 
hospital. You will receive the 
best assistance available. 

The St. John Ambulance 
Emergency Service is not a 
transportation service only. 
Ambulance transportation is 
only a small part of the 
overall service provided by 
the squad and the least 
important. Again the impor- 
tant part of the service is to 
get members to the scene as 
soon as possible, in order 
that they may start treat- 
ment. 

Squad members are each 
equipped with trauma bags 
and have centrally located, 
special equipment for correct 
handling of accident victims, 
resuscitation apparatus and 
have all the necessary equip- 
ment for determining basic 
vital body indications for 
transmission to the doctor or 


Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Maximum security prison 


By Jim McIntyre 


There seems to be some confusion to say the least about 
the possible location of a Federal prison or prisons at 
Sharp’s farm, four miles northeast of Edmonton in the MD 
of Sturgeon. 

Reeve of the MD of Sturgeon Bill Flynn says that the MD 
got wind of a 200-inmate medium security penitentiary at 
the site three and a half years ago. The Reeve begged fo 
differ from an article in the Edmonton Journal last week 
which stated that registered letters had been sent by the 
MD to adjacent property owners informing them of the 
development. Letters were never sent. 

Be that as it may, he said the MD posted the property 
according to the law ‘‘in four conspicuous places,’’ so there 
could be no allegations that the MD was hushing up the 
project. 

Even though the MD will get some assessment from the 
development, the Reeve points out that the MD never went 
after the project. 

Some local farmers are complaining that their lives will be 
tinged with fear if there is a prison in the area feeling that 
there are bound to be escapes. 

The deadline for hearings on the proposed Federal 
minimum security penitentiary was August 31 last year and 
Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn stressed that the objections were 
conditional on that kind of a penitentiary, not a maximum 
security development. He said that when the deadline came 
up no objections were registered and so the MD approved 
the development. 

As far as the building of a 192-inmate maximum security 
prison at the Sharp Farm site the Reeve says that the MD 
has not had an application from the Federal Government for 
it. 

‘*We gather this from the media and not from the 
Government,’’ he said. 

However the MD has had correspondence from the 
Canadian Penitentiary Service on the need for a maximum 
security gaol. 

Word on that came last June in the form of a government 
study defining the need for the maximum security facility. 

Reeve Flynn said that if [application] comes for that 
facility then the MD will set up the opportunity for the 
people to place their objections and there will be a public 
hearing which will be advertized in the local paper. 

Added the Reeve, “‘It’s easy for people to say after it’s too 
late that they didn’t know about it, but they will have their 
chance to air their piece.”’ 

There is no doubt that the MD tried to place its cards on 
the table as far as the minimum security development was 
concerned. 

But objections that the MD has apparently attempted to 
keep the maximum security facility a secret until it was too 
late to register complaints would seem to have little 
foundation in fact. 

The MD can’t really be expected to advertize about a 
no-application for a maximum security prison. 

All it has to go on at present is a report recommending 
such a facility from the Federal Government. 
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for recording for future use 
by the hospital staff. 

With their knowledge and 
equipment they are better 
able to prevent worsening of 
injuries. This can be caused 
by mishandling, and delays 
in receiving treatment by 
waiting for ambulances that 
can take over 30 minutes to 
arrive. 

The type of service pro- 
vided by the St. John 
Ambulance Emergency Ser- 
vice is quite innovative and 
has caused interest as far 
away as Arkansas, U.S.A. 
and closer to home, Red- 
water, High River and St. 
Albert. 

Recently each member of 


the Morinville squad has put 
in approximately 25 hours 
training over a two day 
weekend with Paramedics of 
the City of Calgary Fire 
Department. They travelled 
to Calgary at their own 
expense for the benefit of 
their community, a very 
commendable act.

A relatively cool August 
with abundant rain almost all 
across the prairies has ass- 
ured excellent water condi- 
tions to bring the 1975 duck 
crop to maturity. In the 
parklands, water levels are at 
or above spring levels and 
good rains across the south- 
ern prairies have maintained 
abundant water for maturing 
broods. Even in southern 
Alberta, the only region to 
miss the rains, water areas 
have held up better than 
anticipated and no brood loss 
is expected, 

We needed a wet August - 
for this is one of the latest 
waterfowl nesting seasons on 
record and it will be well into 
autumn before many of the 
broods can fly. Some broods, 
particularly lesser scaup, will 
be pressed to the airborne 
before freeze-up! Broods of 
this species, still in the 
downy stage, were common 
at the end of August, and a 
nest, still a week from hatch- 
ing, was found at the 
month’s end. 

But the season moves on. 
Mallard, pintail, and other 
dabblers are now well out of 
the moult and are joining 
newly flying young on prairie 
ponds and marshes. With so 
much water the birds are still 
widely distributed on the

numerous water areas. Large 
concentrations will not likely 
develop until the first ice 
moves the birds to the larger 
waters. In the meantime, 
living is easy, as the birds 
congregate and leisurely 
begin to sort themselves into 
flocks by species in antici- 
pation of the long flight 
south. But there is no hurry. 
Some pintail and blue-wing- 
ed teal have no doubt already 
left but most of the birds are 
still on the prairies enjoying 
the easy life. 

However, things are stirr- 
ing in the far north as the 
geese begin to move south- 
ward to the prairies. White- 
front goose populations are 
beginning to build on the 
great Hay Lakes staging area 
in northwestern Alberta and 
the first flocks reached the 
central prairies in the last 
week of August along with 
the early Canadas. 

In short it’s been a late 
year, but a good one - at least 
as good as 1974 and probably 
better. There will be a good 
carryover of water for the 
1976 season, What we need 
now is a month of good 
weather so the farmers can 
harvest their crops - then all 
prairie folk can face the 
approaching winter with 
satisfaction, Once the crops 


are harvested we can again 
hope for enough rain to 
saturate the soil (and after 
the rains of August it won't 
take all that much) in pre- 
paration for the next year’s 
runoff. 

British Columbia reports 
the marshes in good condi- 
tion for maturing broods, 
though there are late diver 
broods here as well. Ontario 
also reports a late hatch and 
water conditions variable, 
however most of the south- 
western Ontario has suffi- 
cient water. 

In the Maritimes, brood 
production is above last year, 
but in common with the rest 
of the country, two or three 
weeks late. However most 
broods are now on the wing. 
Production is also reported to 
be good in Quebec. 

Ernie Ewaschuk, Alberta 
Provincial Biologist has the 
following report for the 
province: ‘In general, water 
conditions in the south have 
deteriorated considerably, 
with most of the smaller 
water areas gone and per- 
manent ones reduced in 
level. Further north, be- 
tween the Red Deer River 
and Hwy. #9 scattered 
Showers along with cool 
August temperatures have 
helped maintain water levels 


North of Hwy. #9, Ducks 
Unlimited projects remain in 
excellent shape with siphons 
running. Parkland areas and 
forested areas are in excell- 
ent condition with cool 
August temperatures and 
above normal rainfall, parti- 
cularly during the latter part 
of the month. Just northeast 
of Edmonton, sheet water 
was abundant in the fields 
and ditches, and cteeks were 
flowing comparable to spring 
In general, this year has 
been very productive al- 
though broods were very 
late. Many scaup broods are 
still in the downy stage with 
other species still in family 
groups. Blue-wings started 
to gather in small groups 
after mid-August and have 
continued to build. Mallards 
are still scattered on all the 
ample small water areas, as 
are other species. Pintails 
have shown some concen- 
trations and have undoubt- 
edly begun to ‘trickle out.’ 
Geese have started to build 
in central Alberta during the 
last week in August with 
good numbers of large 
Canadas and some white- 
fronts appearing on tradi- 
tional arexs, Whitefronts 
were observed in migration 
on August 31 over Edmon- 
ton,”
